State Road 80 was the subject of some good news and some 
bad. news last week but not in that order. 

The bad news came first when the State Department of 
Transportation decided to put off bid letting resurfacing of the 
existing highway from Belle Glade to 20 Mile Bend from this 
month to next fiscal year. 

Besides the inconvenience of delaying the bid letting until 
at-least next July, that would have meant road crews busily 
repaving the highway in the middle of the harvest 
season...something we don’t even like to think about. 


Fortunately, the good news came hard on the heels of the ` 


bad news. DOT officials announced they'd changed their 
minds and would let-the bidsin:March rather than wait: until 
July or later, which пеар һе resurfacing should be just 
about completed by the time the 1978-79 harvest season rolls 
around.

no “Не girl’’ was going to run him in. 

“He shoved me and I slid back several feet,” she recalled. 
“If I'd been a man, I could have...whoom (with a chopping 
motion in the air). I'd had unarmed training of course, but I 
used my stick...just ducked under him and whacked him 
across the shins. He folded up and I didn't have any more 
trouble with him. 

“I had trouble a couple of other times,’’ she said, ‘‘but I 
never did have to use my unarmed combat training.

the gate than anybody.” 

It could have been her natural curosity sharpened by the

to be a street cop and decided she'd rather be an investigator. 

“Eventually, that's what I want to be,’’ she said. ‘І want to 
be an investigator for a state's attorney or a deputy for a 
sheriff's office in South Florida somewhere.” 

Miss Hooton said she has built a real respect for the 
methods used in investigating cases by York. She said the 
primary difference between York's technique and that of a 
police detective, although: it is often mandated Ьу 
circumstances, is that York builds a careful case before 
making ап arrest.

‘They're law enforcement oriented,'' she said, ‘‘and a lot 
of the other instructors think they're too much so.
